tind of Popery ? And when Proreſtantsand Papiſts con- 
cur for the rooting out of Popery, what poſſibility of

Bar if, on the other ſide, this Charatter of a Papiſf 
be intended for the ſetting forth the DoQrines and Pra- 
ices of the Church of Rome; if this be delign'd as a 
True Repreſentation of the Faith and Religion of Roman 
Catholics: Then returns afreſh my.Complaint of their 
being Miſ-repre/ented; that they ſuffer under the great- 
eſt Injuſtice imaginable ; that they are expcs'd in Bears 
and Tigers Skins, ſo-to become a Bughbear to the Multi- 
tude ; that they are malign'd and render'd odious for 
the maintaining ſuch Doctrines, which they as heartily 
deteſt, as thoſe that urge the Charge ; and that *tis no 
wonder that Papi/#s are put in the Lift with Tarks and 
Tafidels, ſince their Religion is thus 1njuriouſly loaded, 
with Calumanies, and they made the Profeſſors of ſuch 
Tenets, which bid open defiance to Truth, Honeſty,and 


 Chriſttanity,which {trike at the Worlds Redeemer,and 


are'impoſſible to be entertain*d by any Creature,that is 
one degree above a Beaſt. | 
. I will not deny, but whoſoever will look into the 


.Church of Rome, as the Scavenger do's into the City, 


who ſtops no where but ata Dunghil, may rake toge- 
ther ſo much as to defame-her with the'Inconſiderate 
and unwary ; alas ! the Vices of Men in her Commu- 
nion, their Abuſes of the moft Sacred things, too abun- 
dantly furniſh Matter of this-kind. But yet- whoſoever 
ſhall expoſe this for the DoQrine and Prattice of their 

C Church, 
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Elureb, and deſcribe her, and all in her Communion, 
by theſe Rubbiſh ColleQions, cannot poſlibly avoid the 


ſandal of being unjuſt, and might with as good reaſon 


decipher Loxdos by thoſe loathiom Heaps where all her 
Filthis emptied, And now ſince *tis evident,the Adver- 
faries of the Church of Rowe do generally thus deal by 
her, ſcraping out of every corner of that vaſt Commu-. 
nion, and in.every Age, whatſoever can poſlibly con- 
tribute to-make her Infamous; there: is too too much- 
reaſon to-complain- of her being Mzy/-repreſented, and: 
80 juſt exception can be made againſt theCharaer of 
the Papiſ® Miſcrepreſented:, which lays. open to the- 
World the Artifice of theſe unwarrantable Proceedings. 

But here now ftrikes in- the; Replier, who-undertakes. 
to explain a Myſtery in this/CharaQter ; and the Refle- 
Fer, he lays, will heve no reaſon to glory, that he gave the 
occaſwn. of it, And this Myſtery, it ſeems, are ſome-

Qrin: and Belief. - This 18 a pretty Cert, 
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1 confeſs, and might deſervedly fintroom hete, wereit 
- our bufineſs to confider the due method of XMi/*repre- 
ſentation in the abſfra# : | But as 'our pteſent concert 
ſtands, here's a quaint Conceir 'loft, for coming in a 
wrong place. For what had the Anthor of the Papif 
Ms:ſ-repreſented to do with theſe Rules? He did not in- 
tend to Mif repreſent any body. His Province was on- 
ly todraw forth the Charaer of a Papift, as*tiscom- 
monly apprehended by the Vulgar, or the Multirude, 
with the common Prejudices and Miſtakes that gene- 
rally attend ſuch a Notion. Now I wonld fain know, 
whether this CharaQer, as it lies tt the Peoples Heads, 
is diſkinguifh'd into Antecederts and Confequents : Whe- 
' ther they, when they hear onedeclaiming againft Pope- 
ry, for committing Idolatry, as bad or worſe than that of 
the groſſeſt Heathens, Worſhipping Stocks and Stones for 
Go atiogui between the Dotdrin eof the Papiſts,and 
theſe Interpretations and Conſequences charg@againlt it, 
Alas! they fwallow all down'greedily,andinthefump; 
Amtecedents and Conſequents go down with them all at 
once. Neither dof find much careugd to prevent this 
Miſunderftanding in the People. - For who is there; in 
laying open theFolly, as they will have it, of the Px- 
p3ſts, and poſitively charging them, that They mate Gotls 
of Stocks and Stones, that they make Gods of dead Mey, 
and raiſe theVirgin Mary to be Co-partner with Chriſt is 
Heaven, &c. do's afterwards tell his Auditory, that 
This is not what the Papifts themſelves Believe and 
Teach ; but only what himſelf Believesand I»fers from 
their DoCtrine, as the Conſequence or Interpretation of it, 
but they deny. 

Truly were our Adverfaries ſo ſincere as to telt their 
Hearers, that all their Charge againſt, Popery is nothing , 
more,than what they r/izk - onr Faith and Doctrine ;

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I would ſo far agree with the Rep/zer, that this ought 
not to be calPd Mif-repreſeniing, but only ſaying ot us 
what is not true. Butthey go beyond this, and in-ſtead 
-of laying wethink fo, they politively ſay /o it is: And 
poſſeſs as many as take Idea's from their Words, not 
barely that they think we Teach and Practiſe Idolatry, 
v.g. bntabſolutely,that we do.Nay,our Image-worſhip 
is worſhipping Stocks and Stones for Gods, laysthe. Replier 
in his very-next Leaf, without remembring his ;hinking. 
| And when the People read Books, intended as Pre. 
ſervatives againſt the danger of Popery, they are ſtill ex- 
pos'd to the like Deceit. For what ordinary Reader is 
there, that finds it [poſitively aſſerted as above by the 
Arch-biſhop of Tork ; P apiſts believe the Church of Rome, * 
whether it teach true or falſe. Ana if the Pope believes 
theres no Life to come, they muſt believe it as an Article 
of their Faith.;.. What ordinary Reader, I ſay, is there, 
that wilt,not. ſwallow. this preſently as the Fai#h and 
 Dottrine of. the. Papifts ; when at: latter end is only 
what he thizks,an a Conſegaembe far fetch'd to diſcredit 
Popery.with the Vulgar 5 And when he's told by ano- 
ther hand, that the common. Anſwer of Carho ics ro 
excuſe themſelves from Idolatry in their Adoration of the 
Exchariſt, is becauſe they: believe the Bread to be God : 
Has not he here a fair occaſion again of taking this for 
the Belief of a Papiſt , and that he worſhips what he 
helieves to be a Breaden God ? Certainly he muſt be no 
{mall Logician that can diſcover, whether this be an 4z- 
zecedeut or Conſequent whether it be the Faith of the Pa- 
pift, or only a Conſequence of it. For my part, when I 
ſee Popery deſcrib'd, as if none could be of that Com- 
' Munion, but he #hat can bring his Mind to believe the 
Word of God to be writ but for a few Tears only, and. 
* efterwards ta be abrogated and annull'd: That whatſoe- 
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wer God ſays, ſhall be null and void, unleſs the Biſhop of 
Rome wit and command the ſime, When I hear that 
the Pope is Antichriſt and Rowe the Whore of Babylos, 
that the Papiſts have taken away from the People the 
Holy Communion, the Word of Goa, the true Worſhip of 
the Deity, the right Uſe of the Sacraments and Prayers, 
and in ſtead of them, have given to pleaſe. them, Salt, 
Water, Oyl, Spittle, Bulls, Tubilees , Indulgences, Croſſes, 
| Incenſe, anaan infinite number of meer Toys and Baubles, 
and that in theſe they have placed all Religion ; when 1 
hear, I ſay, Popery thus deſcrib'd to the Feople by emi- 
nent Apologizers for' the Church of Ezgland, I cannot 
Cconc<ive, but 'tis to let them know, what Notion to 
frame of it. And yet whoſoever ſhall ſuppole,that after 
ſuch DireJions, they*l conceive a regular idea of it, 
without a confuſion of Faith with its Interpretations, of 
Do#rine with-its Charges, muſt conclude them to be 
better at Separating than the Chymiſts, and that in ſubtle 
Diſtinitions they areable to out-do Ariſtorle himfelF. 
But *tis too much to be fear*d, that thoſe who expoſe 
Popery to the People after this way, are not willing 
they ſhould apprehend it in its genuine Purity, and as 
free from this diſingenuous mixture: ?Tis ſo like thoſe 
who impoſe upon the Multitude with artificial Mon- 
ſters, by putting the wrong end forward, and ſhewing 
the Tail for the Head ; that if they are not deluded in- 
toa Miſtake, *tis becauſe they are not ſo credulous as 
they ſhould be, and ſuſpeCt ſomething of a Trick in 
him that makes the Shew. , | 

And has not the ReflefFer now reaſon to repent aſter 
all, that he gave-occaſion to the Replier of explaining 
the Myſteries, he has diſcover'd in the CharaQter of

on them, Then for all his word to the contrary, we are: 
in ſome caſes charg*d with more than we expreſly pro- 

eſs to Believe. As for his menifeſtly, and his provine, 
let that go for no more than what it is, his Opinion : 

*Tis none of mine, and I think *twill be no bodies elſe, 
when the matter comes toa Tryal: 

And here now we muſt turn over ſo many leaves till 
we meet with ſome other matter in the Reply. And the 
firſt that occurs, are ſome exceptions againſt the Rule. 
obſcrv'd by the Repreſerrer in declaring. the Faith of a. 
Papiſt, who.to clear himſelf from the Scandal of Inter. 
preting the Council of Trex by his own private ſenſe-_ 
and opinion, alledges the Catechiſm ad Parochos, which: 

| he had follow'd in delivering the ſenſe of the Connci!.. 
This the Replier could not paſs by without an Anſwer, 
and therefore gives a ſatisfaftory one. And is he ſure, 
fays he, that all his Repreſentations are conformable to.

Confutation bf the Refleer. 

He alledg'd again the Biſhop of Condoms Expoſition-

He?l find it not = thus approv'd, he even 
twice Printed at Rome it ſelf, and in the Preſs of the 
Congregation de Propaganda Fide,Tranllated out of the 
Original French into divers Languages,as Latin, Italian, 
Ezeliſb,Iriſh, Flemiſh, High-Dutch,and this done by Emi- 
nent Men of theſe Nations: So that beſides the Atteſta- 
tions of thoſe great Men there ſpecified, it may be ſaid 
to have the General Approbation of all theſe Catholic 
Prelates, who in propoſing it to their Flock, {ufficient- 
ly reconmend it for a True Expolitionof the DoQrine 
of the Catholic Church. And yet notwithſtanding all 
this, with the Replier, it has not the Authority of the 
Apoſtolic See ; Nay its Authority & jult nothing.

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If it had: then the Dore of abſtaining from Blood and 
ffrangPd Meets had been an Article of Faith ; which 1 
am ſure is not agreeable either to the Principles or Pra- 
ices of either of our Churches. And the Reaſon of 
this maybe, becauſe Decrees of what ſhall be done, are 
often made with relation to particular Circumſtances, 
of Tizze,Perſons,Place, &c. and not built upon Definiti- 
ons of Faith,but upon Prudential Motives, upon Proba- 


 bleOpinions.upon the Teſtimonies and Informations of 


Men ; and ſd may be ſuſpended or quite abrogated, as 
alſo confirm'd anew, or wholly chang'd, according to 
the alteration of Circumſtances : Nothing of all which 
can ſtand with Articles of Faith, which being the in- 
diſpenſible DoQrine of Jef Chriſt, are not ſubje&t to 
change or alteration. - | ; 

3. But ſuppoſe this Decree to be rank*d only among 
the Deereta Morum, which concern only the Diſcipline 
and Governmenrofrthe Church;yet our Adverſary here 
urges out of Cans and Bellarmine, ThatGeneral Councils 
cannot err even in ſuch Decrees, when they relate to 
things neceſſary to Salvation, and concern the whole 
Church.And when the R-pher has prov'd the Depoſing 
Decreeto be of this Nature,and efteem'd as ſuch by our 
Church,he may then deſervea farther Conſideration. 

What the Replier adds of this Subjeft, (.p.57.) That 
the Pope permits the poſitive Aﬀertors of the No-depo- 
frag Power to paſs without any Cenſure of Hereſie, be- 
cauſe he wants Power to do it, is ſpoke like an Oracle 1 
confeſs;but becauſe theſe are ceas'd now adays,we may 
very well ſuſpend our Aﬀent, till we have ſome b<tter 
Argument, than his bare Aſſurance of what the Pope 
would do if he had Power. | 

Thelaſt Argument is concerning the Yeneration of 
Images.

So that here we 
have it now laid down as a Principle by common

Yeneration, or Worſhip. And when they are paid to

And hence *tis- concluded by hins, That 
theſe External Atts of Honour expreſs'd to any Image, 


that has Relation to ſome Inviſible Being, muſt of ne-- 


This is what the Re- 
plier proves, and we at preſ-nt agree to, Burt if he 
thinks, as he ſays, that this puts an end to the Diſpute, 
I think him miſtaken, we being as yet only in the be- 
ginning.
